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dollars to be expended upon the side walks in District No. 2. 

7. Tosee what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate to pay firemen. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for the benefit of the Young Ladies 
Library Association of Plymouth, to be expended by the 
officers thereof for the maintainance of their public library 
in said town.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT. 


The highways of the town were generally in better con- 
dition than usual after the winter frosts, and only the or- 
dinary repairs were necessary. 

An effort was made to put the roads in good condition 
earlier in the season than usual, and the good results 
secured, convinced me, that the sooner the roads are re- 
paired, and put in good shape after the frost is out of the 
ground, the better they will be all summer. 


It is a mistake to wait till the ground gets dry and dusty 
before the machine is used to round them up. 


Highland street, from Highland avenue to the foot of 
Ward’s hill, has been regraded, including sidewalks, at a 
cost of about $500, with a view to macadamizing it the 
coming season. Russell hill and Main street, from Court 
street to Depot street, have been re-macadamized, the stone 
gutters on both sides of Russell hill have been relaid, and 
on north side, extending up past the Methodist parsonage, 
all at a cost of about $700. 


Cook Place, next to Town hall has been graded, ma- 
cadamized, and gutter on north side paved with stone, at a 


cost of about $100. 


The hill at foot of South Main street has been partially 
macadamized, and should be completed as soon as possible. 
Five new cesspools, or sewer inlets for surface water, have 
been laid by the department, and several of the old ones 
changed to make them more serviceable. 

West street, running from Highland street to Pleasant 
street, has been constructed three rods wide, and Pleasant 
street extended at a cost of about $450, for which the 
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selectmen made this department an appropriation of $400. 

Heretofore the bridges have been kept in repair by the 
selectmen and the cost charged to general funds, but under 
the new law the bridges are considered a part of the high- 
ways, and must be kept in order by the Road Agents, and 
the costs are a charge against this department.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Since our appointment as health officers for the town 
of Plymouth we have attended to all complaints made to 
us as such officers, and so far as_ possible removed 
all causes of complaint. We wish to repeat in this 
report what has been in every report made by the health 
officers of this town for a long time, viz.: The condition of 
the discharge of sewerage near the Pemigewasset House, 
near the bed of what was formerly the river, owing to 
change of the current of said river, all the discharge of this 
sewer remains upon the surface of the ground, and in pools 
of stagnant water, and becomes an intolerable nuisance and 
most dangerous pest hole, and being located so near the 
hotel and depot it seems to us that the town should see 
that measures are taken to remedy this evil at once. 

There has been reported to us three cases of scarlet 
fever, and two cases of typhoid fever. In each ease isola- 
tion was enforced. No fatalities resulted. 

The water supply has been abundant, notwithstanding 
the severe drought, and the quality has been good. 

We congratulate the village upon its sewer system as far 
as it extends. It is very efficient, and removes many 
former causes of complaint to the health officers, but we 
most earnestly recommend its extension into parts of the 
village not yet reached so that all may share equal privil- 
leges in this direction.
